Curtains: and draperies ‘sho 
baught just as’ offe buys clothes;-ac 
carding to home economics extension 
home furnishing specialists, of.

They are like 
clothes in many respects. in that they

The size of the cnrtain decides, its 
proper length. The glass curtain, when 
used with draperies, is most pleasing 
if it is hung’to just escape the sill. 
Without draperies, however, it may 
hang to the bottom of the apron. 

- .Draperies may do a great. deal to 
change the proportion of a window, |- 
make‘a tall one appear shorter, and a 
short wide one look taller. The tall 
window, with horizontal line across 
the top in the,form of a valance, with 
vertical drapery loosely tied back in 
graceful folds and terminating at the 
bottom of the apron, . will . appear 
much shorter. , 

A short wide window needs an -op- 
posite treatment, avoiding a valance, 
and allowing the drapery to hang in 
vertical folds-at the sides.
